GENERAL TRADE IMPROVES. 


Presiding at the annual meeting of Waring and Gillow, 
Ltd., which was held at 180, Oxford Street, on 22nd August, 
Mr. Jennings, in referring to the position in regard to 
Excess Profits Duty, Corporation Tax, etc., reminded the 
shareholders that at 3lst January, 1921, the Company car- 
ried forward a large balance of profit subject to taxation. 
At the last meeting the directors anticipated the liability 
for taxation would not exceed £897,457. Deducting this 
amount and the Preference dividend paid from the carry 
forward at that date left a balance to start the year under 
review of £186,210. | 

Owing to the drastic writing down of stocks to meet the 
heavy fall in values and the great trade depressicn which 
was almost universal and unavoidable, the year’s trading 
showed a loss of £71,293. They had met the fall in values 
to the full, and he might mention that they were making a 
claim against the Revenue authorities in connection with 
such depreciation. Their customers were receiving the full 
advantage of the depreciated prices, and this was having a 
good effect on the business, which in the general trade was 
steadily increasing both in volume and value. Their fac- 
tories at Lancaster, Liverpool, and London were recognised 
as the finest and most up-to-date in the country, and their 
manufactures had proved a great attraction to that section 
of the public for whom they were designed and the demand 
for them was steadily increasing. 

It is one of the bright spots in a disappointing year that 
the manufacturing side of the business has shown a distinct 
improvement, the output of furniture made in our own fac- 
tories being in excess of any period in the firm’s history. 
Our standard furniture especially has proved a great attrac- 
tion to that section of the public for whom it is designed, 
and the demand for it is increasing. It is in the production 
of furniture of a commercial character, manufactured on 
a large scale in our own factories, combining the character- 
istics associated with the name and tradition of Gillow, 
that we look to maintain that steady increase of general 
business which has been a feature of the last few months, 
and which we are doing our best to foster. In the past, 
the word ‘‘ Gillow ”’ in relation to furniture was syncnymous 
in the public mind with that which was exclusive and ex- 
pensive. Since the war the demand has been—and is likely 
to continue for some time to come—for furniture of a less 
costly type, and, while not neglecting furniture of the high- 
est quality—furniture which appeals to a very limited class, 
the very rich—our settled policy now is to manufacture for 
the general public. In the past it was said that none but 
the rich could afford to come to our galleries. This never 
was true, and it is less true to-day than it ever was. 

I hope I shall be forgiven if I say very little as to the 
immediate future. Last year I said that ‘‘ we cannot escape 
the effects of bad times, with the restricted spending 
capacity and falling prices.’’ I added that I thought “ we 
perceived slight signs of improvement in trading condi- 
tions,’’ and my final word was that ‘‘ the considered view of 
the board is that we must be prepared for a more or less 





prolonged period of depression.’’ For these reasons a cauti- 
ous policy is essential, apart from the fact that now we have 
nothing to fear in regard to falling prices, and that the im- 
provement in general trade we thought we saw has in fact 
been the case. This really sums up the view of the directors 
to-day. 

One other matter of domestic concern only need be men- 
tioned. I refer to the high honour recently conferred upon 
Lord Waring, the founder of the business. He established 
the firm as we know it, and but for his tireless energy, 
tenacity, and courage it would never have been re-estab- 
lished in 1912, and certainly but for him it would not have 
withstood the shock of the early days of the war. Lord 
Waring did a great work for the country and for the Com- 
pany during the war, and the directors are gratified, as we 
believe the shareholders are also, at the signal honour 
recently conferred upon him. In your name I am sure you 
will allow me to offer him our very sincere congratulations 
upon the distinction. (Cheers.)

THE DEBENTURE POWERS. 

A meeting of the holders of the Convertible Eight per 
Cent. Mortgage Debenture Stock of Thomas De La Rue 
and Company, Ltd., was held on 22nd August at Winchester 
House, K.C., to consider a resolution modifying the provi- 
sions of the Trust Deed of the said Debenture Stock. 

Sir Arthur F. Whinney, who presided, said that the Com- 
pany had issued £800,000 of Eight per Cent. Convertible 
Mortgage Debenture Stock in November last at the price 
of 98. That stock was only part of a total authorised issue 
of £1,200,000, and there was a stipulation in the Trust Deed 
to the effect that the balance of £400,000 could only be uti- 
lised as collateral for securing advances from the Company’s 
bankers. The Company now wanted power to modify the 
Trust Deed so that stock could be issued against cash, and it 
was proposed to repay the bank loan of £220,000 from the 
proceeds of that issue. It was proposed that that Debenture 
Stock should be offered to the existing stock holders in pro- 
portion to their present holdings. 

Mr. Stuart De La Rue (chairman of the Company) said 
that the Company now comprised also the businesses of 
Charles Goodall and Son, Ltd., and J. A. Weir, Ltd., and 
would very soon be in the closest union. with Warrillows. 
The Company established by his forefathers had a record of 
over 100 years of practically unbroken success, and theif 
profits had averaged just short of £100,000 for 30 odd years. 
Charles Goodall had been a successful business and practi- 
cally the only British competitor of De La Rue in the play- 
ing card line, J. A. Weir were papermakers of long stand- 
ing, and had also a lucrative record to their credit. 

The Company had modern factories, fully equipped with 
the most up-to-date plant procurable, much of it in their 
own design and made in their own engineering workshops. 
They had a goodwill built up over the last 100 years and 4 
selling organisation that extended all over the world. 

The resolution was unanimously approved.

SAMPLES BY PARCELS POST TO SOUTH 
AFRICA. . 

Information has been received from the Office of 
H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner at Johannesburg 
regarding difficulties which have arisen in connec- 
tion with the delivery of samples distributed 
through the post for advertising purposes by United 
Kingdom manufacturers. 

It is stated that so long as the samples are small 
and can be considered by the South African Post 
(ftice Authorities as of ** no commercial value *’ no 
objection is raised to their importation free of 
Customs duty, but recently it has been observed that 
samples are being sent which cannot be brought 
within the Post Office rule, and duty is, therefore, 
charged. In some cases the addressees refuse to pay 
the charges and the samples remain undelivered or 
ave returned to the senders. 

As a general rule it may be taken that for pur- 
poses of free Customs entry it is not sufficient for the 
samples to be supplied tree of charge, but they must 
also be without any saleable value. Thus, if the 
samples are in the form usually on retail sale they 
would not be entitled to tree entry unless they had 
been defaced 1n some manner so as to render them 
unfit for sale. 

United Kingdom firms adopting this method of 
advertising will no doubt wish to take steps to avoid 
any such trouble, which might lead to the defeat of 
the object of the advertisement. 





BROADCASTING WIRELESS IN SOUTH 
AFRICA. 


According to the ‘‘ Cape Argus ”’ the Postmaster- 
General of the Union of South Africa announces 
that the Government has approved of the Post Office 
receiving applications for the establishment of 
broadcasting wireless telephone services in various 
parts of the Union. Ticences for the establishment 
of such stations will be issued under the provisions 
of the Post Office Act. JT.icences will also be neces- 
sary under the Act in respect of receiving apparatus 
sold to the public in connection with broadcasting 
selvices. 

Broadeasting stations will not be permitted to 
circulate advertising matter nor handle commercial 
trafic. Transmitting stations will be assigned fixed 
wave lengths and powers effective for designed 
zones, 

Technical regulations for both transmitting 
stations and receiving apparatus will be laid down 
on lines generally in agreement with current 
American and British practice.

THE COAL INDUSTRY. 


The present dispute in the coal industry of the 
United States of America has now been in process 
nearly five months, and affects both the anthracite 
and bituminous sections of the industry. Anthra- 
cite coal is in universal demand in the United States 
for household use. Its production is practically 
confined to one small area of 480 square miles in 
Eastern Pennsylvania. 

About four-fifths of the soft or bituminous coal 
produced in the United States is used by railways, 
factories, and steamships, the factories taking well 
over 50 per cent., and the railways a little less than 
30 per cent., of the total available supply. The coal 
is so widely distributed all over the country, and 
lies so near the surface in most regions, that the ease 
with which it is won brings many occasional 
operators into the field with every unportant in- 
crease in coal prices. This was the case during the 
war, especially in the southern territory, and the 
existence of many of these mines could only be justi- 
fied by a condition of acute scarcity of coal and high 
prices. In 1919 it was estimated that the total 
capacity of the bituminous mines then in existence 
in the country was nearly 700 million net tons in a 
year of 304 working days, and several authorities 
declare that at the present time the mines are cap- 
able of producing 30 per cent. to 50 per cent. more 
coal than the country can consume, while the 
number of men who make their living out of the 
industry is tens of thousands in excess of the indus- 
try’s normal requirements. 


Mr. I*. G. Tyron, of the United States Geological 
Survey, stated in 1920 ;:— 





‘* The seasonal variation in demand was marked 
during the pre-war years 1915-16. It was 
obscured in 1917 and 1918 by the artificial condi- 
tions of the war period, but recurred with height- 
ened effect in 1919. The reason we had no slump 
in demand in the spring and summer of 1920 was 
that we inherited a deficit of 26 million tons from 
the strike of November-December, 1919. The 
seasonal variation may, therefore, be expected to 
re-appear. In some fields of the northern Appala- 
chians, the shipments to the North-West by way 
of the Lakes, which must be made during the 
season of navigation, flatten the curve of demand 
or even transform the summer slump into a gentle 
peak. It is in the Middle West that the seasonal 
fluctuations are sharpest. In Illinois, for 
example, the production in November, even in 
vears of no wage negotiations, 1s twice as great as 
in April. 

‘* Kven within the week, in times of active 
demand, there is a distinct rhythm from day to 
day. Car supply is best on Monday, and becomes 
less end less satisfactory as the week progresses. 
Production on Saturday is, therefore, likely to be 
15 per cent. less than on Monday. These daily 
fluctuations are not the least significant of the 
irregularities which beset coal mine operation, for 
they indicate that, even at times of maximum 
demand, the tiiners do not work full times.”’ 


Until some effective means have been devised to 
overcome the grave disadvantage of over-develop- 
ment and irregular operation, the bituminous min- 
ing industry of the United States will be heavily 


handicapped in its efforts to reduce production costs, 


and at the same time to satisfy the demands of the 
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workers it employs. Intermittent employment aris. 
ing out of these conditions seems to lie at the base 
of most of the recent labour troubles in the bitumip- 
ous industry. The satisfaction of an enlarged 
demand for coal by opening up new mines or re- 
opening old ones, rather than by increasing 
the output of existing collieries, has tended to 
augment the number rather than the total earnings 
of miners and other mine workers. The miners have 
sought, tor the most part, to meet the situation by 
demands for increased rates which the operators, 
under the stress of severe competition, have norm- 
ally resisted. The wages agreements entered into 
in Western Pennsylvania, Ohio, Indiana, and Illin- 
ois, known as the ‘* Central Competition Field,” 
have served as models for similar contracts else- 
where. The present strike was called on Ist April, 
on the rejection by the owners or operators of the 
demand of the miners for the maintenance of the 
present basic wage as affecting contract work, and 
the adjustment of wages paid to day labourers on 
a six-hour day in place of the present eight-hour day 
and six-day week. 

In the anthracite field relations between owners’ 
and men were regulated by an award made in 
March, 1903, by the Anthracite Strike Commission, 
nominated by the late President Roosevelt. On ist 
April, 1920, a demand by the workers for a 60 per 
cent. increase (reduced later to 27 per cent. increase) 
In wages was rejected by the owners, who declined 
to agree to an increase of more than 15 per cent. 
The deadlock was broken by the appointment of an 
Anthracite Coal Commission by the Federal Govern- 
ment and an award of a 17 per cent. imcrease in 
wages. ‘The contract lapsed on Ist April of this 
vear, and further demands (involving a 20 per cent. 
increase in the contract rate, and a flat increase of 
1 dol. per day for labourers, etc.) was rejected by the 
owners. The labour in the anthracite field is 100 
per cent. Union, and, therefore, almost all the an- 
thracite mines have closed down. The shortage of 
coal, consequent on the dispute, has caused the steel 
industry to slow down in some areas from lack of 
fuel. Prices of coke and of pig iron have undergone 
rapid increases, and new business in the steel indus- 
trv is falling off on account of the uncertainty as to 
the conditions likely to prevail in the next few 
months. Arrangements, similar to those in force in 
war time, are being made for rationing supplies. 
The quantity of imported coal that may be called for 
will naturally depend on the duration of the strike, 
but the aggregate loss already sustained is so heavy 
{hat it will be impossible to make up for it this year. 
Coal prices are likely to be high for some time to 
come, and the demand for foreign coal may reach 
larger figures and last longer than is generally anti- 
cipated. Normally, coal imports into the United 
States are comparatively insignificant in quantity. 
They have rarely exceeded 15 million long tons per 
annum, and are derived chiefly from Canada for 
consumption at points in New England and the 
North-West, to which the mines in Nova Scotia, 
Alberta, or British Columbia are more accessible 
than American mines. Canada is by far the largest 
foreign purchaser of American anthracite coal, 
which is also sent in smaller quantities to New- 
foundland. 


The American export trade in bituminous coal 1s 
probably bound to maintain its ascendancy in Cuba, 
Mexico, and the West Indies, although the West 
Indies market has been successfully entered by 
United Kingdom coal exporters. So far, however, 
as the trade with more distant markets is concerned, 
the advantages attending a relatively extensive use 
of machinery in the American coal mines, or a rela- 
tively high output per miner employed on the seams, 
is offset to a large - tent by over-development and 
over-manning. 
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CANADA. 


MINERAL PRODUCTION. 

In the course of an interesting report on the 
mineral production of Canada during last year, 
issued under the authority of the Ministry of Trade 
and Commerce, it is shown that the aggregate value 
of the economic minerals produced amounted to 
172°3 million Canadian dollars, as compared with a 
production of 2387-4 million Canadian dollars in 
1920. Gold, lead, and zine showed increased quan- 
tities, and silver was about the same, while there 
were reductions in copper, nickel, and coal. 

The principal mineral producing province of 
Canada, according to the returns for 1921, was 
Ontario, for which province the value of mineral 
production was 54,505,770 dols. British Columbia 
came second with a mineral production valued at 
nearly 35,000,000 dols. Nova Scotia was a_ close 
third with 32,500,000 dols. Alberta ranked fourth 
with 29,000,000 dols. Quebee was fifth with 
14,600,000 dols., and Manitoba, Yukon Territory, 
New Brunswick, and Saskatchewan followed in the 
order named with productions between one and two 
million dollars each. The ten principal products of 
the mineral industries of Canada in 1921 arranged 
in order of the values assigned were coal, gold, 
silver, copper, nickel, natural gas, asbestos, lead, 
zinc, and gypsum. Production values of these com- 
modities ranged from 74,275,000 dols. for coal down 
to 1,725,000 dols. for gypsum, and in the aggregate 
the value of these ten commodities grouped in 1921 


was 131,447,114 dols. 





Coa. 

The output of coal, while less than in the preced- 
ing year, was still very creditable and the decline of 
12 per cent. from the quantity mined during the 
preceding year was still not sufficient to reduce the 
output to the level of 1919. Alberta and Nova 
Scotia were the principal producing provinces, 
Alberta being only slightly in advance of its eastern 
rival. Production continued in British Columbia 
ut more nearly the same rate as in the preceding 
vear than was the case in any of the other provinces. 
New Brunswick was the only province to exceed its 
1920 output although Saskatchewan came within 1 
per cent. of the quantity mined in the preceding 
year. The mine operators in the several provinces 
have been fully alive to the necessity of seeking 
markets for their coal and in all the coal producing 
provinces some attempt has been made to stimulate 
coal consumption. This statement is probably more 
particularly true of activities in Alberta where con- 
siderable work has been done with a view to estab- 
lishing conditions under which Alberta coal might 
be moved east on a paying basis. An attempt was 
also made to obtain. a share of the Pacifie coast 
trade. 

GOLD. 


In point of value of production gold ranked 
second during 1921 among the mineral products. 
Ontario was again the principal producer, and 
although the production of the mines was curtailed 
during the early months of the year owing to a 
shortage of hydro-electric power consequent upon a 
deficient water supply the output reached a value 
considerably in excess of 16,000,000 dols. The 
Most attractive feature of gold production from the 
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point of view of the producer was, of course, the 
fact that all gold sold to the Royal Mint at Ottawa 
was paid for in New York funds and the premium 
obtained added to the item ‘‘ other income ’’ very 
appreciably during the year. The secent rapid 
approach of the Canadian dollar towards par with 
the American dollar bids fair soon to wipe out this 
advantage. Nevertheless, production of gold in 
Northern Ontario and in the other gold camps of 
Canada may be expected to continue to increase 
since there exists a considerable demand for gold 
in the world and if the countries of Europe are ever 
to get their currency back to anything like the gold 
basis large quantities of gold will be required. 
There was a considerable increase in the production 
of gold in British Columbia over the preceding 
year, and while the recorded output did not show an 
increase in the placer production «¢ the Yukon, 
reports received towards the close of the year indi- 
cated that the coming vear would see considerabie 
activity in the placer workings and a consequent 
increase in production. 
SILVER. 

Silver ranked third among the metals produced 
in Canada during 1921, and while the production 
of this metal did not quite equal the record set up 
in the preceding year the output was very creditable 
and accounted for more than 9,000,000 dols. of the 
value of metals produced during the year, in spite 
of the fact that the average price throughout the 
year was less than two-thirds of that prevailing in 
the preceding year. ‘Throughout the first six 
months the industry was assisted by declining costs 
in wages. The price of silver for the first half of 
the year averaged 59°81 cents and was fairly steady 
around this price. Later the price of silver 
advanced slightly and activity in its production was 
more pronounced, especially in Ontario, where the 
factor of declining costs had a greater effect than in 
the provinces, where silver is produced principally 
as a by-product in the recovery of other inetals. The 
four leading companies, the Nipissing, the Mining 
Corporation, the O’Brien and Coniagas were all 
active at the close of the year and other properties 
were increasing their operations. Jn British 
Columbia nearly 3,000,000 0z. were produced, more 
than one-third of which was contained in lead bul- 
lion from the Trail and Anyox smelters. The 
greater portion of the remainder was recovered from 
exported ores. 

CoprpER AND NICKEL. 

The copper industry passed through a very trying 
period particularly during the first half of the 
year. Outstanding features were the closing down 
of the principal producing mines in the United 
States due to the falling off in demand and the 
decline in sales to the lowest level since 1914. There 
was little change throughout the year in quotations. 
At the beginning of the year copper sold at 12°5 
cents per pound, on the New York market; in 
August the metal was quoted at 11°75 cents per 
pound with but few buyers. Towards the end of the 
year a remarkable recovery featured the copper 
market and by mid-December quotations rose to 
13°75 cents per pound with some sales at 14 cents 
so that the year closed with copper selling at its 
highest point. In spite of the exceptionally un- 


favourable conditions surrounding the copper in- 
dustry, production of copper in Canada amounted 
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to nearly 65 per cent. of the production during the 
preceding year. Foundations are being laid for 
largze future developments, and in Canada, as well 
as in the United States, the copper industry 1s 
patiently waiting the resumption of normal indus- 
trial conditions. When these come it will be found 
that the copper industry in this country 1s prepared 
to advance as quickly as industrial conditions will 
permit. 

Throughout the year the marketing of nickel and 
copper was so difficult that operations at the mines 
were curtailed to approximately half the normal 
rate. From time to time the working forces were 
cut down. Early in the year the British America 
Nickel Corporation discontinued operations and later 
the International Nickel Company also found if 
necessary to close down. The Mond Nickel Com- 
pany, which operated throughout the vear, did so far 
below capacity. The surplus stocks of nickel con- 
tinued to be a deterrent factor to production and 
even at the close of the vear it was difficult to fore- 
see how much longer the industrial depression 
would be reflected in a low output of nickel. Most 
of the nickel produced in Canada is used im the 
manufacture ot nickel steels and the revival of the 
steel industry which has been looked for in recent 
months should materially assist in using up stocks 
which are still on hand. In spite of the depressed 
condition of the industry the value of nickel pro- 
duced gave this metal fifth place. The decisicn of 
the Dominion Government to establish a_ nickel 
coinage is a step which has always been advocated 
by the members of the mining industry in Canada 
and there is no doubt that the use of pure nickel for 
eotns in this country will prove very acceptable to 
ihe general public. The quantity of nickel used in 
the manufacture of coins will not be large, but it 
makes one additional use for the metal. 


NATURAL GAS. 

The next product of value was natural gas, in the 
production of which three provinces participated in 
1921, with Ontario in the lead and Alberta next with 
a production in excess of one-half the quantity pro- 
duced in Ontariv but with a value less than one- 
third of the natural gas sold in Ontario. New Bruns- 
wick also contributed to the production. The 
decline in the production of natural gas in Ontario 
has been a matter of some concern to the residents 
of the western part of the province and steps have 
been taken by the Ontario Government to conserve 
ihe supply and to utilise it to the advantage of all 
concerned, A Natural Gas Commissioner has been 
appointed and charged with the duties of adminis- 
tecing the supply by a special Act of the Lewis- 
lature put in effect last year to safeguard the 
interests of the people in this important field. 

ASBESTOS. 

The mining and marketing of asbestos in 1221 
declined to less than half the activity of the pre- 
ceding year. Practically the whole of the Canadian 
production of a-hestos is exported to the United 
states and thence to Europe. Owing to the 
adverse exchange situation between the countries of 
Europe and the United States trading in asbestos 
wos almost at a standstill throughout the vear and 
a a consequence the demand for this product was 
very slight. Operations were continued at some of 
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the mines throughout the year but generally condi- 
tions were very dull. As pointed out in a further 
article in this report one of the principal difficulties 
confronting Canadian producers 1s the profitable 
disposal of low-grade product. The spinning fibre. 
for which there isa constant demand, represents only 
a very small proportion of the entire output, and 
ways and means have yet to be devised to find profit- 
able markets for the large quantities of the low- 
erade material produced by the normal processes of 
working. 
Leap, ZINC, AND GYPSUM. 

Lead and zine ranked eighth and ninth respeec- 
tively among the mineral products of Canada 
during the year, and notwithstanding the general 
decline in prices during the past two years the 
quantity of lead recovered increased more than 86 
per cent. above the quantity produced in 1920 and 
was valued at almost 20 per cent. more than the 
output of the preceding year. Practically the 
whole of the production was from the smelters at 
Trail, which continued active throughout the year. 
Some lead was produced from Ontario and Quebec 
ores also, production from these provinces being 
about the same as in previous vears. Zine increased 
one-third in quantity but fell off 17 per cent. in 
value as compared with the production in the pre- 
ceding year. The output of both metals was, how- 
ever, most outstanding when the mineral industry 
as a whole is taken into consideration. Gypsum was 
the tenth product of value from the mines of 
Canada, the bulk of the production being from the 
Province of Nova Scotia, although Ontario, Mani- 
toba, and New Brunswick also contributed substan- 
tially.

Although the principal sales of metals mined m 
Canada are based on New York market prices, the 
difference in exchange between United States and 

‘anada since 1919 has permitted Canadian mine 
operators to offset in certain measure the decline 
in prices which has characterised the metal markets 
during this period. Prices of copper, gold, nickel, 
silver, and zinc have been based on New York 
market quotations, but the values given in the 
report, which are computed on the basis of United 
States prices, have been adjusted to take account ot 
the average premium obtained on New York funds. 
The total value for a given metal was compute 
from the total production of the metal multiplied 
by the average monthly price in New York, and this 
sum was then converted to Canadian funds on the 
basis of the average exchange premium. 
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CEYLON. 


TRADE WITH THE BRITISH EMPIRE. 

There are few parts of the British Dominions or 
Colonies whose overseas trade is so distinctively 
Imperial as is that of Ceylon. It is a substantial 
trade, too, amounting last year to 545 million 
rupees, against 626 millions in 1920. As regards 
sources of supply, Ceylon depends so largely on the 
United Kingdom, British India, and Burma that 
no more than 27°5 per cent. of its imports remained 
last year for the rest of the world to supply. The 
United Kingdom sent 25 per cent., British India 
945 per cent., and Burma 25 per cent.; the largest 
contributions of any foreign countries being the 3 
per cent. from Java, 27 per cent. from the United 
States, and 16 per cent. from Japan. Since the 
Armistice the United Kingdom has been rapidly re- 
vaining what was lost during the war. In 1919 
her proportion of Ceylon’, import trade was 14 per 
cent., in 1920 it advanced to 24 per cent. and in the 
following vear increased shghtly to 25 per cent. 
On the other hand, the contributions of the United 
States and Japan steadily fell off. 

Among the buyers of Ceylon’s exports of tea, 

rubber, coconut products, ete., the United Kingdom 
ranks easily first, with 475 per cent. in 1921. The 
United States come next with 22 per cent. (against 
33 per cent. in 1919), and Germany third with 4 
per cent. The predominance of the United King- 
dom and British Possessions in the overseas trade of 
Cevlon may be clearly -¢en in the summary table 
below. The share of ‘oreign countries on both 
sides of the account has declined, while that of the 
United Kingdom in respect of imports, exports, and 
total trade has improved. 
The following table shows the percentages of 
imports, exports, and total trade for the United 
Kingdom, British Possessions, and Foreign coun- 
tries during 1919, 1920, and 1921. This table ex- 
cludes the value of specie, of rubber imports, and 
of coal exported for the use of steamers : —

FORTHCOMING SALE OF CANADIAN 
INDUSTRIAL PLANTS. 


The United States Government has extended an 
invitation to all manufacturers in Great Britain to 
participate in the bidding at the auction of two 
Canadian industrial plants to be held by Charles S. 
Gerth in Montreal, Canada, on Tuesday, dth 
September, 1922. The plants were acquired by the 
Quartermaster-General of the United States Army 
in 1918 for the manufacture of munition. While 
American and Canadian manufacturers have been 
asked to attend the sale, it is felt that the 
first opportunity should be given to British firms to 
buy them. Those who may be interested are re- 
quested to cable or write Quartermaster-General, 
Munitions Buildings, Washington, D.C., United 
States, for an illustrated prospectus containing a 
full description of both properties. 

The most important of the two plants is known 
as the Peter Lyall Construction Company Plant, 
situated at Lengue Pointe, Montreal. Its site com- 
prises approximately 491,000 square feet. It 1s 
situated on the St. Lawrence river, and consists of 
four large buildings of concrete and steel construc- 
tion adaptable to the needs of any progressive 1n- 
dustrial concern. In fact, the plant may be adapted 
to fit the whole range of industrial and manufac- 
turing activities. It could be used as an automobile 
factory or a brewery. It could be used for a cold 
storage or a packing concern, ete. The plant has 
five railroad sidings connecting with three great 
Canadian transcontinental railroads, and has the 
use of a steamship wharf within 500 feet of the St. 
Lawrence river frontage. 

The United States Government has provided ex- 
ceptionally attractive terms, viz., 20 per cent. cash 
at time of sale and the balance in annual or semi- 
annual payments in five years at 5 per cent. interest. 

The second plant is known as the Munitions and 
Machinery, Limited, Plant, situated at Lachine, a 
suburb of Montreal. This plant has railroad siding 
connecting with the Canadian Pacific and Grand 
Trunk Railroads, and has a double track tramline 
passing the door. The improvements consist of 
one, two, and three storey brick buildings, with a 
floor area of approximately 4,000 square feet. 





HYDRO-ELECTRIC ORDERS FOR BRITISH 
FIRMS. 

It is satisfactory to learn that the enterprise dis- 
played by one of the leading British engineering 
companies in undertaking a new industry is receiv- 
ing its reward. 

The demand for large-sized water turbines of 
purely British manufacture induced Messrs. Vickers, 
Limited, to turn their attention to this branch of 
engineering production, which, as is well known, 
owes its development largely to Switzerland, where 
the Alpine snows form a high level storage, giving 
an almost unfailing supply of water throughout the 
year. 

Arrangements were accordingly made by Messrs. 
Vickers with one of the leading Swiss hydraulic 
companies to ensure that their designs should em- 
body the accumulated experience, extending over 
many years, of the best practice in water power 1n- 
stallations. The actual manufacture is carried on 
at the Company’s well known works at Barrow-in- 
Furness, the workmanship being of the high class 
which is associated with Admiralty standard. 
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Recently the New Zealand Government placed 
with Messrs. Vickers, Limited, orders for two Pelton 
turbines, which are now being erected on site, and 
followed this up by entrusting them with the manu- 
facture of the two Francis turbines, each of 3,100 
h.p., destined to be placed at the Hora Hora power 
station on the Waikato River. These machines, 
operating under a 27 feet head, are of considerable 
size, and will give immediate employment to British 
labour at a time when it is badly needed. 

The highly efficient technical organisation which 
Messrs. Vickers have instituted to deal with all 
hydro-electric matters includes experienced hydrau- 
lic engineers, working in close collaboration with 
the electrical engineering staff of the Metropolitan- 
Vickers Electrical Company, Ltd., which firm re- 
cently obtained all the orders for the 6,000 k.v.a. 
cenerators and the 100,000 volt switchgear for the 
Mangahao Hydro-Electrie power station in New 
Zealand. 





COMMODITIES CONVEYED BY RAIL. 

The Ministry of Transport announce that parti- 
culars of Selected Commodities conveyed by Freight 
Trains over Standard Gauge Railways in Great 
Britain are being published, and copies, price 
3s. 6d., can be obtained at H.M. Stationery Office, 
Imperial House, Kingsway, London, W.C. 2. 

These particulars are supplementary to the 
volume issued in May, and deal with certain addi- 
tional traffics, viz., Drapery, heavy and light, 
Plaster and Whiting, Provender, and Coal, Coke, 
and Patent Fuel. In the latter three commodities 
separate details are given for home consumption and 
for shipment trafic, while particulars in respect of 
Hay, Clover, and Straw, and also Roadstone are 
given in greater detail than in the preceding 
volume. 





IMPROPER TRADE COMPETITION 
NORWAY. 


A Law to combat Improper Competition was 
passed by the Norwegian Government on 7th July 
last. 

It provides that in the exercise of trade activities 
or in the service of such activities it is not per- 
missible to undertake for the purposes of competi- 
tion acts which are improper according to good busi- 
ness custom. 

No incorrect or misleading statement calculated 
to convey the impression that a particularly favour- 
able offer is being made for the purchase or sale of 
goods, or to produce an incorrect impression regard- 
ing the business or agreement to which invitation is 
given, must be made in notices, price lists, circulars, 
invoices, or other similar business documents, or on 
goods or their packing. Persons employing such 
statements can, after being proceeded against, be 
bound over to refrain from such conduct, and this 
provision also applies to newspapers and the like 
which insert advertisements or other notices from 
foreigners containing such an incorrect or mislead- 
ing statement—as well as to persons who have 
negotiated such advertisements—if, in spite of 
written warning they persist in the action. 

It is further made a punishable offence to employ 
without authority the Arms of the Norwegian or of 
a Foreign State or of a Municipality in the docu- 
ments enumerated above. 

The exploitation without warrant of technical 
drawings, descriptions, models, or the like is also 
prohibited.

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The goods exhibited and for sale will consist of tex.

cultural produce, etc. The preceding Fairs were 
very successful, and were visited by numbers of 
people from all parts of the world. 

It is an old belief abroad that Norway is “ yp. 
developed,’’ and a country of interest only to tourists 
and sightseers. The fact is that Norway in late 
years is developing by leaps and bounds, and i 
building up modern industries of all kinds, based oy 
the country’s great natural resources of timber, fish, 
minerals, metals, and chemical raw materials, with 
the electrified waterfalls as motive power. Many of 
the products already find their way to foreign 
markets all over the world. The waterpower 
stations and the industrial establishments and 
modern labour towns and villages connected there- 
with are sights quite as interesting to the business 
iman as is the beautiful scenery to the ordinary 
tourist. | 

At the Industries Fair at Christiania foreign 
visitors will be able to obtain a good idea of 
Norwegian capacity for industrial production. 
British importers will find that Norwegian pro- 
ducers can compete fairly well with others, both as 
to prices and quality of produce, and British ex- 
porters will have the opportunity of making per- 
sonal acquaintance with firms and persons who want 
British machinery, raw materials, and semi-manv- 
factured goods for their factories. 

It may be added that Christiania is at its very 
best at the beginning of September. The weather is 
usually fine at that period, the temperature mild 
and refreshing as an Indian summer, and the town 
is filled with young people, who have just returned 
from their holidays to renew their studies at the 
University and the schools. 





UNITED STATES TRADE OUTLGOK. 


The ieading topics of interest during the past 
month have been the crops and the strikes, states the 
National City Bank of New York, in a review of 
general business conditions in the United States. 
The crops have come along finely, and the outlook 
is for one of the best all-round harvests. 

The coal strike has caused the banking of a 
number of turnaces, but has not affected either in- 
dustry or trade generally. For the week ended 15th 
July total car-loadings were 860,907, which con- 
pares with 774,884 in the corresponding week of 
1921, 942.851 in 1920, and 962,296 in 1919. The 
loading of all commodities except coal exceeded 
those in any other week on record except the weeks 
of September and October, L920. 

A searcity of common labour is complained of, 
particularly in the iron and steel ‘industry, and 
numerous wage-inereases are reported. The auto- 
mobile and tyre industries have made new produc- 
tion records, but competition is sharp and prices are 
being slashed. In the oil industry, under heavy 
production, large stocks of crude have accumulated 
and two price cuts of 25 cents per barrel each have 
been made. Petrol prices also have been reduced, 
but the consumption of petrol is at a record-break- 
ing rate. : 

House-building is at the height of activity. The 
strike of cotton-mill operatives m New England. 
which has lasted about six months, is waning, and 
an increasing number of mills have put into effect 
the wage reduction of 20 per cent. with an increasé 
of weekly hours from 48 to 54. 

With the strikes out of the way, and especially 
with lower fuel and transportation costs, the outlook 








for autumn business would be very good. 
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Exhibitions and Fairs. 


INTERNATIONAL EXHIBITION OF 
LIQUID FUELS IN PARIS. 

The Department of Overseas Trade 1s informed 
that an International Exhibition of Liquid Fuels, 
organised by the Societé de Chimie Industrielle, 
will be held in Paris from 4th to 15th October next. 
Applications for space, ete., should be addressed to 
Mons.

OVERSEAS TRADE IN JUNE.

According to a Note issued by the Department oi 
Statistics, India, the trade returns of British India for the 
month of June showed a decrease in the value of both im- 
ports and exports as compared with the preceding month. 
Imports of private merchandise in June were valued at 
Rs. 16,40 lakhs, against Rs. 19,00 lakhs in May. Exports of 
private merchandise were less by Rs. 7,74 lakhs than in the 
preceding month, and amounted to Rs. 18,32 lakhs, and re- 
exports were valued at Rs. 91 lakhs against Rs. 1,31 lakhs. 
As compared with the corresponding month of last year, 
imports declined by nearly 16 per cent. and re-exports by 
23 per cent., while exports showed an increase of over IS 
per cent. Treasure on private account showed a net import 
of Rs. 4,12 lakhs, as against Rs. 4,62 lakhs in the preceding 
month. In June, 1921, there was a net export of treasure 
valued at Rs. 1,34 lakhs. 

BALANCE OF TRADE, 


Measured by the statistics of merchandise, treasure, en- 
faced rupee paper, etc., the balance of trade was against 
India to the extent of Rs. 1,11 lakhs in June, as compared 
with a favourable balance of Rs. 3,55 lakhs in May, and an 
adverse balance of Rs. 1,52 lakhs a year ago. In the three 
months ending June, 1922, there was, however, a favourable 
balance amounting to Rs. 6,58 lakhs, as against an adverse 
balance of Rs. 10,33 lakhs in the corresponding months of 
the preceding vear.

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CHANGES IN IMPORTS. 


As compared with June, 1921, the imports of food, drink, 
and tobacco decreased by Rs. 81 lakhs and manufactured 
articles by Rs. 2,69 lakhs, while raw materials showed an 
increase of Rs. 37 lakhs only. The decrease in the imports 
of articles of food, drink, and tobacco was accounted for 
by smaller imports of sugar, 16 D.S. and above, which de- 
clined by 12,600 tons in quantity and Rs. 96 lakhs in value. 
The increase In raw material, was chietly due to larger 
imports of mineral oils and coal, which rose by Rs. 24 lakhs 
and Rs. 7 lakhs respectively. Under manufactured articles 
there were decreases under machinery (— Rs. 1,76 lakhs), 
railway materials (—Rs. 34 lakhs), electrical goods 
(—Rs. 30 lakhs), and silk yarn and manufactures (— Rs. 20 
lakhs), while cotton yarn and manufactures increased by 
Rs. 36 lakhs. 

VARIATIONS IN Exports. 

As regards the exports of Indian produce, food, drink, 
and tobacco, compared with June, 1921, decreased by Rs. 
61 lakhs due chiefly to smaller shipments of food grains, 
and tea, which fell by Rs. 28 lakhs and Rs. 15 lakhs respec- 
tively. Raw materials and produce rose by Rs. 4,23 lakhs, 
there being an increase of Rs. 2,44 lakhs in the exports of 
raw cotton and of Rs. 1,39 lakhs in seeds. Manufactured 
yoods decreased by Rs. 80 lakhs, cotton yarn and manufac- 
tures alone being responsible for a decline of Rs. 65 lakhs. 


TRADE WITH THE UNITED KINGDOM, THE UNITED STATES, AND 
JAPAN. 

The United Kingdom contributed 59 per cent. of the im- 
ports in June, as against 61 per cent. in the preceding 
month, while her share in the export trade stood at 16 per 
cent. in June, as compared with 17 per cent. in May. The 
shares of Japan and the United States were respectively 
i per cent. and 8 per cent. under imports and 14 per cent. 
and 9 per cent. under exports. 

MOVEMENT OF SHIPPING. 

The tonnage of vessels entered into British India and 
cleared outwards with cargoes from and to foreign coun- 
tries and British Possessions during the month of June 
amounted respectively to 538,000 and 514,000, as against 
648,000 and 715,000 in May and 509,000 and 513,000 a year

BUSINESS CONDITIONS IN JULY.

Business, both wholesale and retail, which has been 
decidedly quiet for some time back, is not showing improve- 
ment, and the general feeling is to the effect that it wil! 
not pick up before the autumn. Once the new crop is defi- 
nitely assured, however, it is thought that there will be an 
expansion of some proportions in buying. 

BuiLpine Activity. 

During June building construction contracts awarded in 
Canada amounted to 35,620,400 dols., compared with 
34,827,300 dols. in May, and 26,436,800 dols. in June, 1921. 
This replaces the May total as the second largest monthly 
figure on record since May. 1914. Residential building 
eccounted for 36°4 per cent. of the June total, and amounted 
to 12,985,900 dols. Business building amounted to 10,351,200 
dols., or 29:1 per cent. of the total; industrial buildings to 
4,914,300 dols., or 13°8 per cent.; and public works and 
utilities to 7,369,000 dols., or 20:7 per cent. The value of 
contemplated new work reported during June was

A Large Rai, Orver AND THE STEEL OuTLOOK. 


_ The Algoma Steel Corporation, Sault Ste. Marie, Ontario, 
is commencing production on a 48,000 ton rail order for the 
Canadian Pacific Railway. Three furnaces are now in 
operation, and as a result of this single order the rail mill 
at the Sault will be busy for several months. Improvement 
In the steel business generally leads to the conclusion that 
the plant will be kept running continuously. 


FurtHer INCREASE IN PuLp AND Paper Exports. 
Canada’s exports of pulp and paper in June again showed

FEDERATED MALAY STATES. 








DEVELOPMENT OF TIMBER RESOURCES. 

At a recent meeting of the Federal Council at Kuala 
Lumpur the High Commissioner to the Federated Malay 
States expressed the opinion that the forests were one of 
the great assets of the country and a source of much poten- 
tial wealth, and that an accurate knowledge of what they 
contain was essential to their development. This opinion 
was held by others years ago when tracks of forest were 
being ruthlessly destroyed to make way for rubber estates, 
no discrimination being shown and no attempt made to 
utilise the felled timber. 

All this is being changed. The Government has strength- 
ened the Forest Department in its administrative, scien- 
tific, and exploitation branches in spite of the present 
depression; and successive annual reports of the Conser- 
vator of Forests in British Malaya contain much valuable 
information, which is supplemented by bulletins written by 
his assistants. 

Forest RESERVATIONS. 


In his latest report the Conservator states that good 
progress was made last year with the work of exploration, 
thanks largely to the temporary employment of planters 
who were out of work as a result of the depression in the 
rubber industry. For the first time, the Department has 
heen able not merely to explore a forest but to make a 
trustworthy estimate of its contents by linear enumeration 
surveys extending to 1 per cent. of the total area exam- 
ined. In Perak more than 200,000 acres were examined, 
and it is expected that more than 150,000 acres will be suit- 
able for reservation. In Lower Perak forests of unexpect- 
edly good quality were located ; in some places meranti trees 
of over three feet in girth were 36 to the acre. In Selangor 
1,800 acres of mangrove forest were proposed for reser- 
vation. HKnumeration surveys were made over 75,000 acres 
in Negri Sembilan. In Pahang an area of 8,000 acres was 
found to be poorly stocked, but another area of 16,000 acres 
was extraordinarily rich. Between the Tanum and Kechau 
valleys a good forest of 60,000 acres will probably be pro- 
posed for reservation, and near Batu Talam an area ot 
25,000 acres, rich in chengal, has been discovered. 


Uses ror MaLtayan TIMBERS. 


It will be interesting to those connected with the timber 
trade to know that the trees found in the various States 
mentioned above include meranti, merbau, kulim, seraya, 
petaling, bintangor, keruing, kelat, changal, kumus, resak, 
belian, tembusu, penaga, sengkawang, keladan, taban, etc. 
In an appendix to his Report the Conservator sets out, i 
tabular form, the botanical names of the various trees, and 
the uses to which they may be put. Experiments are being 
carried out to test the durability of the timbers and the 
records systematised. At the end of the year the testing 
cround contained 820 standard-sized pieces of 82 different 
kinds of wood, besides several hundred smaller pieces. 

Advice is constantly being given by the Department to 
consumers on the uses of different woods. Both tempinis 
and semantun have been tried for golf-club shafts, and 
requests from the United Kingdom for sample shipments of 
the former wood were received during the year. Semantun 
shafts are stated to have given satisfaction after three 
months’ use. The number of kinds of timber in general use 
in Malaya continues to increase. Nyireh was supplied to 
the gaol at Taiping for making furniture, and this wood, 
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which is closely related to mahogany, but unfortunately 1s 
found only in limited quantities, has only to be better 
known to become popular for high-class cabinet work. The 
Conservator mentions the increasing use of keruing as ot 
great interest and importance, which may have far-reaching 
results. A manual for the better identification of commer- 
cial timber trees is in course of preparation. 

Gutta-PercHa CULTIVATION. 

There are now 3,526 square miles of forest reserves in the 
Federated Malay States. In all four States there was a 
decrease in the output of timber, fuel, and charcoal, both 
from reserved forests and trom State lands. But the total 
outturn from the reserved forests of Perak on which pay- 
ment was made was 206,608 tons in 1921, as compared with 
259,653 tons in 1920; in Selangor, 68,053 tons, and in 
Pahang 1,932 tons. From State and alienated land there 
was an outturn of 448,865 tons, as compared with 600,261 
tons in 1920. 

A number of experiments have been made with gutta- 
percha with a view to discovering some sure and more 
simple method of propagating the tree than by raising it 
from seed, of which the supply is uncertain. A match 
manufacturing concern was almost ready to start upon the 
manufacture of matches locally at the end of the year. Two 
concessions have been granted for the cultivation of the 
nipah palm for power-alcohol. There is, however, no pro- 
gress to report in respect of enquiries relative to paper-pulp 
or the concession for wood-distillation. 

The Conservator records the opinion that the forests are 
a source of revenue upon which the Government may rely ; 
that in times of financial depression the timber trade lan- 
guishes; and that the greatest importance attaches to the 
fostering of the trade in the minor forest products, to which 
no reference has been made in this article—Malay States 
Information Agency, London.

THE POTTERY INDUSTRY IN 1921. 

(From the Commercial Secretary, Occupied Territories.) 

COLOGNE. 

According to ‘‘ Wirtschaft und Statistik ’’ of the Statis- 
tical Office the output of the 97 porcelain factories belong- 
ing to the Association of German Chinaware Factories 
amounted in 1921 to 62,935°6 tons, as against 48,151°3 tons 
for 92 factories in 1920, the average output of each works 
increasing from 523-4 tons in 1920 to 648°8 tons in 121. 
The number of workers employed on an average per month 
by the works belonging to the Association increased from 
27,753 in 1920 to 29,627 in 1921; about half of the employees 
are women workers. Compared with pre-war figures the 
output decreased considerably owing to the insufficient fuel 
supply. In 1921 the chinaware industry received only 
48-9 per cent. (as against 41 per cent. in 1920) of its re- 
quirements in pit coal and only 426 per cent. (as against 
30 per cent.) of brown coal and 80:4 per cent. (as against 64 
per cent.) of briquettes. 

The porcelain industry is a branch which creates from 
inferior raw materials, chiefly obtained at home, articles of 
value, and particularly articles for export. In view of 
Germany’s present economic position the export of these 
goods is of great importance. Owing to the restriction of 
output, a consequence of the shortage of coal, the export of 
chinaware amounted during the twelve months May, 1921, 
to April, 1922, to only 20,7896 tons, valued at 1,156°5 
million marks, as against 37,498°5 tons, at a value of 34:6 
million marks, in 1918, or 55°5 per cent. of the exports of 
1913. 

The following table shows the preportion of the total 
output sold abroad and at home during the past two years 
and in pre-war times : —

GREECE. 





AGRICULTURAL CONDITIONS IN 1921-22, 

The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Athens, 
in his recent Report on the Industrial and Ecenomic Situa- 
tion in Geece,* states that the crops in Thessaly, the most 
important wheat producing district in Old Greece, were 
scanty and of poor quality in i921. The wheat crop was esti- 
mated at 44,000,000 okes, as compared with 80,000,000 okes 
in 1920, whilst the barley and oats crop amounted to 
12,500,000 and 7,000,000 okes, against 20,000,000 and 
12,000,000 okes respectively in 1920. 

The quality of the oats was good, but that of the wheat 
and barley very inferior. 


RAISINS AND CURRANDS. 


The raisin crop was a very good one, amounting to 14,000 
tons, as compared with 9,400 and 12,000 tons respectively 
in 1920 and 1919. The currant crop was estimated to 
amount to some 130,000 tons. Harvest conditions were 
favourable, and the crop was secured in sound condition, 
but the quality generally did not prove so fine as that of the 
1920 crop. 

Wine INpustTRY. 

The Zante crop, which is consumed locally, was estimated 
at 450,000 gallons, although the abnormal hot weather in 
July and August threatened to damage the grapes to a large 
extent. In Crete the crop was reported to be very good in 
the western end of the Island, but poor in the Candia dis- 
trict, but no figures concerning the production are yet 
available. In Corfu the crop appears to have been prac- 
tically a failure owing to phylloxera, and wine has to be 
imported from the other [Ionian Islands for local consump- 
tion. 


OLIVE Orn Propvcrion. 


The total production of olive oi] for 1921 is estimated at 
45,180,000 kilogs. The crop in Crete is reported as 6,500,000 
kilogs., as compared with 39,500,000 kilogs. in 1920. The 
crop at Zante is estimated at about 400,000 gallons, most of 
which will be consumed locally partly as edible oil and partly 
for soap, manufacture. In 1921, 2.280 tons of olive oil soap 
were exported to Greek and Levant markets, as against 


1,875 tons in 1920. 
Tospacco CULTIVATION AND EXPport. 


The tobacco crop in 1921 amounted to about 3,000,000 
okes, or only about one-half of the 1920 production. The 
quality, however, was good, and the value reckoning the aver- 
age price as 6:00 drs. per oke, amounts to about 18,000,000 
drs. By tar the greater part (about 2,250,000 okes) has 
already been sold for export to cigarette manufacturers I 
Germany. A large proportion of the remainder has been 
bought up by manufacturers in Athens and Salonica, while 
it is estimated that less than 10 per cent. of the whole crop 
now remains in the. hands of the growers. Of the 1920 and 
1919 crops, there remains in the hands of Thessalian mel- 
chants nearly 3,000,000 okes, most of which has been sold to 
German cigarette makers, to whom it will be exported 
during the present year. The growers in the interior still 
retain about 100,000 okes. The total exports of tobacco leaf 
in 1921 amounted to 6,378 tons, as compared with 8,512 tons

EGYPTIAN GOVERNMENT CONTRACTS. 
(From H.M. Commercial Agent.) 











CaIro. 

It is necessary to draw the attention of United Kingdom 
firms desirous of submitting tenders for Egyptian Govern- 
ment contracts to the general conditions for tenders and 
adjudication of Government contracts given below. 

Clause 2 is important, as under its provisions a tenderer 
must either reside, or have a representative, in Egypt. 

(H.M. Commercial Agent will be glad to suggest the names 
of suitable agents to any United Kingdom firms who do not 
already comply with this clause, and who may be under the 
erroneous impression that the Department of Overseas 
Trade or the Office of H.M. Commercial Agent is the correct 
channel for the submission of tenders.) 

The text of the general conditions is as follows : — 


GENERAL CONDITIONS FOR TENDERS AND ADJUDICATION OF 
GOVERNMENT CONTRACDS. 


1. Tenders must be submitted on the form supplied by the 
Administration, and in double-sealed envelopes, with the 
object of the tender indicated thereon. 

2. The tenderer must be a person residing in Egypt, or 
must have a representative in Egypt, and will give in his 
offer an address at which notices may be served upon him. 
All notices shall be deemed to be validly served which are 
left at such address or are sent there by registered post, and 
every letter sent by registered post shall be deemed to have 
arrived in due course of post unless the contrary is shown. 

3. The price of tenders should be written, without 
erasures, in figures and in words. 

4. Every tender submitted in the name of an incorporated 
company must be accompanied by authenticated copies of 
the documents defining the constitution of the company. 
Every tender submitted in the name of a private firm or 
partnership must be accompanied by such extracts, duly 
authenticated, from the partnership deed as shall suffice to 
show what persons are authorised to enter into contracts on 
behalf of the firm or partnership, and what persons are re- 
sponsible for the due execution of such contracts, and can 
give valid receipts on behalf of the firm or partnership. 

However, firms established in Egypt and having constant 
dealings with the Government may deposit with the Minis- 
try of Finance authenticated copies of the above-mentioned 
documents. In submitting tenders, these firms should then 
Simply state that the documents in question have been so 
deposited and that no subsequent changes in the constitu- 
tion of the company, partnership, or firm have taken place. 

9. Contractors must produce railway certificates in sup- 
port of their invoices for transport expenses incurred on 
account of goods forwarded by them to Government Depart- 
ments. Such certificates will be delivered by the Railway

Administration if applied for at the moment of dispatching 
the goods, and in order to obtain the same, forwarding 
agents should mention on the way bili the name of the 
Department concerned. 

Claims for freight on goods shipped to Egypt must be sup- 
ported by a copy of the bill of lading or other voucher show- 
ing the amount of the freight. | 

6. Kach tender must be accompanied by a provisional 
deposit of 2 per cent. of the total value of the offer in 
money. Post Office orders or cheques on Jocal banks will be 
accepted, but no cheques on banks abroad. Cheques must 
bear the acceptance of the bank on which they are drawn. 

The provisional deposit may be replaced by a letter of 
guarantee from an approved bank in Egypt to the effect 
that the bank will hold at the disposal of the Government 
a sum equivalent to 10 per cent. of the total value of the 
contract in the event of the tenderer obtaining the same. 

Letters of guarantee from banks abread may also be 
accepted, but in that case the Administration may require 
the endorsement of such letters of guarantee by an approved 
bank in Egypt. 

7. Within ten days after the acceptance of the tender a 
sum equal to 10 per cent. of the total value of the contract 
will be deposited by the successful tenderer as security for 
the due execution thereof. This deposit must be either in 
cash (on which no interest will be allowed) or in Egyptian 
Government or other approved securities, calculated at 
market value with a margin of 5 per cent. Cash may be 
paid to the contracting Department or to the Ministry of 
Finance. Securities will be deposited with the Ministry of 
Finance, in Cairo, or with the Nationa! Bank of Egypt, in 
Alexandria, or in London, for the account of the Govern- 
ment. The coupons maturing on these securities may be 
detached by the contractor. The deposit will be retained 
until the contract has been duly carried out to the satis- 
faction of the Government. 

In the case of sunsuccessful tenderers, their provisional 
deposit, if made in cash, will be returned to them; letters 
of guarantee will be returned to the bank which issued 
them, simultaneous notice being sent to the tenderers that 
this has been done. 

Contractors may effect a permanent deposit in cash or 
securities with the Ministry of Finance, in Cairo, on which 
certificates for provisional deposits may be granted to 
accompany their tenders, and also certificates for final 
deposit of 10 per cent. on value of contract accepted. 

Should the successful tenderer not make ‘the deposit as 
required by this article, the acceptance of his tender will 
be withdrawn, and any deposit he may have made under 
Article 6 will be forfeited. 

8. The Government is not bound to accept the lowest or 
any tender, and may divide the order. 

9. Unless all the foregoing conditions are complied with 
by the tenderer, the tender will not be considered. 

10. Tenderers are permitted to attend when tenders are 
being opened or be represented by an accredited delegate 
and hear the prices read out of the various tenders as 
opened. 

11. Under no circumstances will claims by contractors for 
increases in the rates set forth in their contracts ‘be enter- 
tained except in so far as the presentation of such claims 
is provided for by the terms of the contract.

REPORT BY MINISTER OF PUBLIC 
WORKS.

Janeiro has forwarded a translation of the introduction to 
a report made by the Minister of Public Works to the Presi- 
dent of the Republic. 

This introduction, which can be seen by interested United 
Kingdom firms at the Department of Overseas Trade (Ship- 
ping and Transport Section), 73, Basinghall Street, London, 
}§.C. 2, deals with the work carried out on the following 
railway systems during 1921:—Goyaz; Rio Grande do Sul; 
Santa Catharina; Parana; Sao Paulo-Rio Grande; Central 
Railway; Minas Geraes Espirito Santo; Bahia; Pernam- 
buco, Maranhao and Piauhy; Para and the North-Eastern 
Railway. It also deals with such works as pert improve- 
ments, ete., irrigation in the North-East Zone, initiation of 
the reclamation scheme in the Bay of Rio de Janeiro, and 
the construction of various buildings for the postal services.

Article 7 authorises the Executive to outer into contracts 


for the execution of these works and for the supply of 
material for them either with bankers or companies repre- 
scented by bankers, or if the case demand it, directly with 
any other company of recognised technical and financial 
quatifications, or by calling for tenders in accordance with 
Laws already in force, for which purpose these works are 
hereby declared of public utility. 

Article 12, on the other hand, states that the public cattle 
market, slaughter house, freezing establishment, and 
Government warehouses, as well as the produce market, may 
be administered and constructed through the intermediary 
of one or more limited companies, who shall supply at least 
00 per cent. of the capital required for their construction 
and exploitation. 

In this case the Executive will still continue to exercise 
full powers over the services, intervening to fix Tariffs in 
accordance with whatever arrangements are made by con- 
tract previously. . 

The representation of the Executive on the directorate is 
to he limited, however, to two members with votes and the 
president, the remainder being made up of private share- 
holders. 

The Executive shall conclude contracts with the com- 
panties in question, to be referred to the Legislature for 
approval. ‘These contracts shall fix the conditions under 

which each company shall work and its rights, ete., and

shall be modelled, as far as possible, on the system adopted 


by the Bank of the Province of Buenos Aires.

FRANCE—ESTHONIA. 
COMMERCIAL CONVENTION. 


The French “ Journal Officiel ’* of 17th August contains a 
Presidential Decree, dated 27th July, which provides that 
the Commercial Convention between France and Esthonia. 
which was signed at Paris on 7th January last, is to become 
effective as from 20th August pending its approval by the 
French Senate and Chamber of Deputies. The Agreement 
will remain in force for a period of one year, unless de- 
nounced by one of the Contracting Parties at least six 
months before the expiration of this period, and thereafter 
will continue in operation for successive periods of three 
months unless denounced two months prior to the expiration 
of any one three monthly period. 

A summary of the principal provisions of the Convention 
was published in the ‘‘ Journal ’’ of 20th April (see pages 
425-6). 

Schedule ‘‘ A ’’ annexed to the Convention contains a list 
of articles which when originating in France and French 
Colonies, Possessions, and Protectorates will benefit on 
importation into Ksthonia by fixed percentages of reduction 
on the rates of the Esthonian ‘‘ General ’’ Tariff. In 
virtue of an Exchange of Notes of 20th July, 1920, between 
this country and Esthonia, British goods are entitled to 
most-favoured-nation treatment on importation into that 
country, and, consequently, will benefit by the reductions 
of duty accorded by the present Convention. The following 
goods, among others, are included in Schedule ‘‘ A” an- 
nexed to this Convention, viz., rice, coffee, cocoa, tea, con- 
fectionery, leather gloves, pertumery and cosmetics, toilet 
soap, varnish, certain tanning extracts, tinplate, sheet 
iron, painted, varnished, galvanised, etc., cutlery, certain 
machinery and apparatus, including agricultural machinery 
and tractors, motor cars and lorries, pneumatic tyres, wall- 
paper, cotton velvet ribbons, silk fabrics, woollen felts and 
felt fabrics, woollen fabrics, knitted goods and passemen- 
terie, lace and lace goods, embroideries, articles of clothing 
of various kinds, and hats of felt, etc.

POLAND—SWITZERLAND. 
COMMERCIAL CONVENTION. 


The Commercial Convention concluded between Poland 
and Switzerland on 26th June last came into force on 19th 
August, ratifications having been exchanged on 5th August. 

The Convention, which provides for reciprocal most- 
favoured-nation treatment in the matter of Customs duties 
and other commercial matters, is concluded for one year, 
but may be tacitly prolonged thereafter subject to three 
months’ notice of denunciation.

LLOYD’S WRECK STATISTICS. 





LOSSES IN. 1921. 

The statistical summary of vessels totally lost, broken up, 
condemned, ete., published by Lloyd’s Register, shows that, 
during 1921, the gross reduction in the effective mercantile 
marine of the world amounted to 559 vessels of 674,257 tons, 
excluding all vessels of less than 100 tons. Of this total 344 
vessels of 536.537 tons were steamers and motor vessels, and 
215 of 137,720 tons were sailing vessels. The number and 
tonnage of vessels lost, broken up, ete., during the last 
ten years are as follows :—

The Statistical Tables exhibit interesting data as to the 
relative frequency of the different kinds of casualty, etc., 
Which conclude the existence of vessels. Strandings and 
kindred casualties which are comprised under the term 
“ wrecked ’’ are the most prolific cause of disaster. To such 
casualties are attributable 45°16 per cent. of the losses of 
steamers and motor vessels, and 38°8 per cent. of sailing 
vessels. Cases of abandoned, foundered, and missing vessels

are, no doubt, frequently more or less similar in the circum- 
stances of loss. If these be taken collectively, they form 30 
per cent. of the steamers and motor vessels, and 355 per 
cent. of the sailing vessels removed from the mercantile 
marine during 1921, owing to casualty. The amount of ton- 
nage broken up, dismantled, etc. (not in consequence of 
casualty) in 1921 was 93,431 tons. 

Table No. 4 (a new table) shows the number and tonnage 
of steamers and motor vessels lost throughout the world 
owing to marine and war casualties during the last 20 years, 
distinguishing the losses of the principal maritime countries. 
Cases of vessels broken up, condemned, etc., not due to 
stress of weather, are excluded. The table gives for each 
country the percentage lost of the total tonnage owned. Dur- 
ing this period of 20 years (excluding the five war years 
1914-18) the average percentage of loss of United Kingdom 
vessels only amounts to 1 per cent. of the tonnage owned.

THE PORT OF ROUEN. 

Among other information of interest in a memorandum 
upon the port of Rouen, which has been received from H.M. 
Consul, there is a report on the new floating dock for 
vessels of a maximum length of 110 metres and 4,200 tons 
displacement assigned to the port, together with an extract. 
from the tariff of charges. The memorandum alsv deals 
with matters of port extension, discharging stations, con- 
struction and repairs, port tariffs, rail and river transport 
and freights, shipbuilding and repair yards, and floating 
cranes. 

GROWTH OF THE Port. 

The report on the new floating dock referred to above has 
been drawn up by the Ingeénieur-en-Chef of the Ponts et 
Chaussées, who 1s in charge of matters connected with the 
exploitation of this Port. In it he refers to the rapid, but 
recent, growth of the port. It is only during the last twenty 
years that it has attained its prominent position. Judged 
from the standard of the quantity of merchandise imported 
and exported, Rouen had reached, by 1913, the second place 
among French ports, Marseilles heading the list. By 1920 
Rouen had attained first place. Rouen is largely dependent 
on the coal trade with Great Britain, and it was feared 
that the British coal stoppage would result in a serious set- 
back during 1921. As a matter of fact, the difference for 
that year between Rouen and Marseilles (4,792,000 to 
4,799,000 tons) was so small as to be negligible. For the 
first four months of the present year the merchandise ton- 
nage figures for Rouen almost equal those for Marseilles and 
Havre combined. There would, therefore, appear to be 
good reason for the optimism which is felt in Rouen at the 
present time. 

Until last year, the port of Rouen possessed only one small 
slip for the repair of vessels. As a result of representations 
by the local Chamber of Commerce, the present floating 
dock (formerly German) was assigned to this port, and has 
been in use since September of last year. It can accom- 
modate vessels up to 110 metres long and 17 metres broad, 
with a draught of from 4 to 6 metres, according to the 
tide. It can lift up to 4,200 tons. Over seven thousand 
vessels entered the port of Rouen during 1920 and 1921, and 
the dock could have accommodated any one of these ships, 
with the exception of seventy which were unsuitable either 
as regards size or tonnage. 

The report concludes with an extract from the tariff of 
charges, and the Engineer-in-Chief claims that the cost of 
repairs is remarkably low, especially in the case of vessels 
occupying the dock for short periods, i.e., one week or there- 
abouts. 


Coat Import TRADE OF THE Port. 


It is to be noted that coal imported into Rouen is mainly 
of British origin, but that the consignments of German coal 
imported by sea, via Antwerp and Rotterdam, are con- 
siderably on the increase. 

Rouen imports not only for local needs but for Paris and 
a large section of Eastern France. The British market is 
now in a position to compete by an appreciable margin of 
profit (for the French importers) with the products of the 
I’rench mines. 

The import of petroleum continues on a large scale.

AUSTRIA. 


RAILWAY FREIGHTS AND RATES. 
(From the Commercial Secretary to HM. Legation.) 
VIENNA. 

At a meeting on 15th July the Chief Committee of-+the 
National Assembly empowered the Federal Railways to in- 
crease their Tariffs to an extent enabling 75 per cent. ot 
the deficit the railways are carrving to be covered. The re- 
maining 25 per cent. must be covered by savings. The last 
increase, to the extent of 150 per cent., took place on Ist 
February. 

An increase of about 100 per cent. on the freights of Ist 
February took place on Ist August, and passenger fares 
were raised to the same extent on 15th August. !t is 
understood that on Ist September and Ist October treights 
will again be increased, and the same will happen to passen- 
ger fares on Ist September and 15th October. 

| Note.—The Commercial Secretary has forwarded an up- 
to-date table comparing the pre-war and the new freights 
and passenger fares in operation for 300 kilometres, and 
showing the equivalent amounts in sterling, in 1914 (24 kr. 
=£1), ‘and on 11th August (231,800 kr.= £1). | 

Comparing the new feoithte and fares of this table with 
the figures of Ist February, the new rates when measured in 
sterling have not only not increased, but are far below pre- 
war rates, and are also much below the rates of February of 
this year.

REDUCTIONS IN GOODS RATES. 

(From the Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy.) 

Parts. 

According to press reports the Superior Council of Raal- 
ways, at a recent meeting, considered the possibility of a 
reduction in the existing rates on certain important com- 
modities such as coal, coke, and mineral ores. The Council 
adopted a resolution in favour of the immediate reduction 
of the rates on these classes of goods. 

As regards coal, the Council, in the interests of the con- 
sumer and the French mining industry, recommended the 
approval without delay of the Tariff 7-107, but advised that 
the question should be re-examined in October in the light 
of the experiment which was now to be made. 

The Council also considered the rates on liquid fuels, 
mineral oils, ete. (Tariff 15-115). In cases where such goods 
are carried for distances varying from 400 to 900 kilo- 
metres, proportionate reductions in the rates of from 25, 
36, and up to 40 per cent. are recommended. A reduction 
of 50 per cent. would be granted in the rates on these goods 
when intended for export. 

Reductions were also recommended in the rates on live 
animals, meat, ores, and fertilisers. The reduction on 
potash for export would be as high as 60 per cent. 





SWITZERLAND. 


FINANCIAL SITUATION OF THE FEDERAL 
RAILWAYS. 
(From the Commercial Secretary to HM. Legation.) 
BERNE. 

The passenger traffic on the Swiss Federal Railways 
during the first six months of 1922 fell short by 16 per 
cent. of the 1914 figures, while freight traffic is still 19 per 
cent. below the pre-war figures. 

The excess of expenditure for the January-July period of 
1922 amounts to 56 million francs. This loss is chiefly attri- 
butable to the extremely unfavourable conditions upon 
which coal has been purchased, states the ‘‘ Journal de 
Geneve.”’ As a result of the electrification of various lines 
and of the diminution in the traffic the monthly fuel con- 
sumption has fallen from 50,000 to 35,000 tons, and the 
liquidation of stocks on hand will take longer than was 
expected and will not be completed before March, 1923. A 
reduction in fares is therefore improbable in the present, 
circumstances.

CZECHO-SLOVAKIA. 





COAL INDUSTRY IN 1921. 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Prague, in 
his recent Report on the Industrial and Economic Situation 
in Czecho-Slovakia, states that the total production of coal 
in 1921 amounted to 11,650,000 tons of hard coal and 
21,050,000 tons of lignite, an increase over the previous 
year of approximately 500,000 tons and 1,350,000 tons 
respectively. 

The imports of hard coal and coke in 1921 amounted to 
962,626 tons, whilst the exports of hard coal, lignite, coke, 
and briquettes, amounted to 6,192,939 tons. 

The mines in the Ostrau-Karvin district have suffered 
from the crisis in the iron and steel industry as may be 
seen from the following figures :—The production of coke in 
this district in 1921 amounted to 1,555,698 quintals, and 
stocks in hand to 64,248 quintals, making a total of 
1,619,946 quintals for the vear. At the end of 1921 the 
stocks of coke on hand amounted to no less than 1,663,944 
guintals. When it is considered that in 1913 the Ostrau- 
Karvin district produced 2,089,183 quintals, all of which 
found ready buyers, the seriousness of the present position 
is obvious. 





FRANCE. 





OUTPUT OF NORTHERN COLLIERLES. 
(From the (‘ommerecial Secretary to HM. Embassy.) 
Paris. 


In connection with the reconstruction of the French coal- 
fields in the northern area, which suffered so heavily from 
war operations, it Is of interest to note the progress made 
in the important fields of Lens and Courrieéres. 

The output of the Lens mines for the first six months of 
1921 was 107,500 tons of coal, as against 205,600 tons in the 
same period of 1912; that of the Courriéres mines was only 
597,800 tons during the whole of 1921, as compared with 
556,700 tons in the first half of 1912. 

As regards mines which were not damaged during the 
war, the output of the colliery of Bruay (Pas-de-Calais) 1s 
now, according to the ‘Information Financiére,’’ the 
largest in France. In 1920-21 it produced 2,405,000 tons of 
coal, but these figures could easily be increased in case of 
need. During the war the annual output exceeded 4,500,000 
tons. The possibility of expansion is due to the extreme 
regularity of the Bruay field, which renders it part 
cularly easy to extract the coal. Bruay coal is specially 
suited for boilers, as it gives very little dust, and burns 
clean. The net profits of this colliery for the year 1920-1921, 
after payment for all plant and allocation to reserve, 
amounted to 19 million franes.

GREECE. 





COTTONS, SILKS, AND WOOLLENS IN 1921. 


In his recent Report on the Industrial and Economic 
Situation in Greece, the Commercial Secretary to H.M. 
Legation at Athens states that the textile industry now 
takes a place of first importance and includes the manufac- 
ture of fabrics in cotton, wool, silk, hemp, and jute. The total 
horse power employed is estimated at 11,119. There are 75 
cotton spinning factories, which consume the whole of the 
local cotton crop and in addition an average of 2,000,000 


kilogs. is imported. 


The production of cotton in Mace- 


donia amounted in 1921 to 3,815,000 okes, the greater part 
of which is used in local factories. 
of cotton is imported from the United States, Asia Minor, 
Cyprus, and Livaria, and worked into thread in factories at 
Naoussa, Vodena, and Verria. 

The silk spinning works number 14, but consume only one- 
tenth of the total production, the remainder being imported. 
The centre of the silkworm industry is Soufli in the Adria- 
nople district, where the yield of cocoons in 1921 amounted to 
approximately 300,000 kilogs. 

The woollen industry has about 30 factories, of which 8 
are large establishments; and they deal with about one-

BASIS OF VALUATION FOR CUSTOMS 
DUTY: DRAWBACK ALLOWANCE. 

With reference to the notice on the above subject which 
appeared on page 737 of the ‘“‘ Board of Trade Journal ” of 
2th June, the High Commissioner for Australia is informed 
by the Commonwealth Government that, as paragraph 4 of 
the form of invoice declaration recommended by the 
Imperial Customs Conterence (vide ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal,’ 10th August, pages 165-167) provides for the 
insertion of a statement as to the amount of any drawback 
or remission of duty which has been or will be allowed on 
exportation, it has been decided to dispense with the re- 
quirement of a supporting certificate from the Customs 
authorities of the country of export in the case of goods 
exported to Australia under drawback. 

The Commonwealth Government will adopt the recom- 
mendations of the Imperial Customs Conference as official 
requirements from Ist January, 1923. In the meantime, 
the new form of certificate will be accepted in Australia and 
exporters of goods under Customs or Excise drawback 
might, therefore, begin to use the new form at once and 
thus avoid the necessity of obtaining a Customs certificate 
showing the amount of such drawback.

UGANDA PROTECTORATE. 


IMPORTATION OF MOTOR VEHICLES. 

An amended Notice (No. 323 of 1922), dated 7th July, 
1922, has been issued by the Government of the Protectorate 
for the information of persons desirous of importing motor 
vehicles into the Protectorate.

H.M. Minister at Copenhagen has also forwarded trans- 
lations of two Laws, which came into force on Ist April last, 
regarding the taxation of beer and spirits and prescribing 
Regulations for the control of their manufacture in Den- 
mark. The first Law replaces the Laws of 8th June, 1912, 
and 13th October, L917, but continues in force the Customs 
and Excise duties on beer established by the latter Law 
with the exception that abatements of the latter duties are 
now allowed only in respect of the first 2,000 hectolitres, 
delivered from each brewery, instead of the first 8,000 hecto- 
litres as formerly—see pages 419-20 and 422 of the issue of 
this ‘* Journal "’ tor 22nd November, 1917.

fn virtue of a Proclamation, dated 27th July, and pub- 
lished in the ‘‘ Deutscher Reichsanzeiger ”’ for 8th August, 
certain amendments are made as from the latter date in 
the Proclamation of 5th April, 1921, relating to the exemp- 
tion of various classes of goods from export licence require- 
ment on account of the circumstances in which they are 
imported or of the use to which they are put (see page 484 
of the ** Board of Trade Journal’? for 28th April, 1921). 
The present Proclamation provides, ‘nter alia :— 

(1) That catalogues and pamphlets containing recom- 
mendations of a business nature which German 
business houses export for commercial purposes, 
also printed matter which German business houses 
send to their branches and representatives abroad 
for the purpose of bringing their business condi- 
tions to the notice of their foreign customers may 
be exported without licence ; 

(2) That cheque forms, even in books or the like, which 
German banks send to their customers abroad, 
may be exported without licence ; 

(3) That goods, the import of which has been permitted 
on condition that they are to be re-exported, may 
be exported without liceace, provided that thev 
can be identified. Goods which have been worked 
up or treated in Germany, unless such working is 
merely in the nature of repairing used articles, 
require an export licence.

IMPORT DUTIES ON PORTABLE HOUSES 
REDUCED. 

The Peruvian ‘* Diario Oficial ’? (El Peruano) for 16th 
May contains a Law, No. 4490, dated 9th February last, 
which reduces from 30 per cent. to 5 per cent. ad valorem 
the import duties in respect of No. 452 of the Custems 
Tariff, viz., houses and all parts thereof not specially men- 
tioned in the Peruvian Customs Tariff. 





EXPORT DUTY ON PETROLEUM AND ITS 
DERIVATIVES. 

A Peruvian Law (No. 4498) of 28rd February last, pub-- 
lished in Mav, fixes the export duty on petroleum and its 
components, products derived from its distillation, and 
similar carbohydrates at 32°50 soles per metric ton (net 
weight), as from the date of promulgation of the Law. The 
Law also contains a provision that the export duty is not. 
to be increased within a period of twenty vears. 





PORTUGUESE EAST AFRICA. 
CONTROL OF MAIZE FLOUR FOR EXPORT. 


The ‘* Boletim da Companhia de Mozambique ’’ for Ist 
June contains a Government Order No. 4,346, dated 26th 
May, which prescribes Regulations for the classification and 
control of maize flour designed with the object of prevent- 
ing the export from the Territories under the admiinistra- 
tion of the Mozambique Company of such flour not of good 
quality. No maize flour will be accepted by the Custom 
House for export unless accompanied by a certificate of the 
Department of Agriculture attesting that it has fulfilled the 
prescribed conditions as to quality. Under the Regulations 
and a further Government Notice of the same date, maize 
and maize flour containing more than 12 per cent. of mois- 
ture may not be exported from the Company’s Territories. 








SERB-CROAT-SLOVENE KINGDOM. 
CERTAIN EXPORT DUTIES INCREASED. 


H.M. Representative at Belgrade has forwarded trans- 
lation of a Ministerial Decision, published in the ‘‘ Official 
Gazette ’’ for Ist August, and effective as from that date, 
which modifies the revised Tariff of export duties estab- 
lished by the Decision noted at page 193 of last week’s issue 
of this ‘‘ Journal.’’ The export duties in respect of wheat, 
barley, opium, certain animal fats, eggs and oleaginous 
fruits and seeds have been increased, whilst export duties 
have been imposed in the case of the following goods, viz., 
fresh and dried plums, semolina and wheat flour, edible 
oils, honey, poultry, alive or dead, and feathers therefrom, 
which have hitherto been free from duty.

HALL MARKING FEES INCREASED. 


H.M. Minister at Stockholm has forwarded copy and 
translation of a Swedish Royal Decree, dated 9th June, 
1922, which increases as from Ist July the fees for hall 
marking gold and silver wares and for testing gold and 
silver wares imported into Sweden. 

The fee for hall marking is now fixed at 3 Ore for every 
complete 2 decigrammes in the case of gold wares, and at 
1 6re for each complete gramme in the case of silver wares. 
The extra fees payable for the testing of gold and silver 
wares imported into Sweden are increased to 2 kr. in the 
case of wares of gold and to 1 kr. in the case of silver wares.

CERTAIN EXPORT PROHIBITIONS RAISED.

BOOKS, ETC., RECEIVED. 


The Trade, Industries, and Productions of British South 
Africa (Union of South Africa, Rhodesia, and South-West 
Protectorate), 1921-1922.—Published for the Federation of 
British Industries by Arthurs Press Limited, Woodchester, 
price 10s. 6d. 


This review of the Trade, Industries, and Productions 
of British South Africa by Mr. C. W. Francis Harrison, 
shows the result of his tour in South Africa in 1921, and is 
a new and revised edition of the Report (published in 
1920), compiled by Mr. Harrison for the Federation of 
British Industries upon the completion of his special in- 
vestigation in British South Africa on the Federation's 
behalf in 1919. The statistical data and trade notes relat- 
ing to the Import and Export trade have been revised for 
the year ended 31st December, 1921, whilst matters of 
general interest to manufacturers and others have been 
amended or added to in order to reflect present-day condi- 
tions.

POSTAL SECTION. 
TELEPHONE AND TELEGRAPH PROGRESS. 


In spite of the vicissitudes through which the telephone 
service passed during the war, when the absorption of the 
Post Office engineering staff by the Army put a period to the 
schemes for expansion, and for a long time after hostilities 
had ceased, owing to the shortage and high cost of material, 
which delaved both the replacement of obsolete apparatus 
and the supply ot telephonic facilities in districts where they 
were urgently needed, the arrears of work are being rapidly 
overtaken and the service is now showing a steady growth. 

At the end of January last the total number of telephones 
in the United Kingdom reached the million mark. On Ist 
April the telephones in Southern [Ireland were transferred 
to the Irish Free State, and thus the Post Office total was 
reduced by 19,037 telephones; but if the present rate of 
increase 1s maintained the Post Office system will comprise 
over a million telephones by the end of this year. 

The Post Office is actively engaged in developing tele- 
phonic facilities in rural districts, and, in particular, is 
drawing the attention of farmers to the value of telephone 
service in connection with their work. It is estimated that 
out of 3,110 existing exchanges, 1,930 serve purely rural dis- 
tricts. In addition, the service has been extended in the 
form of a public call office to 2,250 villages where no ex- 
change exists. Since the beginning of May last 151 rural 
call offices have heen opened. 

A prominent feature of the urban telephone system is the 
development of private branch exchange service. There are 
upwards of 990,000 telephones in the Post Office system; 
142,163 provincial stations are joined up to private branch 
exchanges, and 106,464 London stations are similarly con- 
nected. 








DEVELOPMENT OF AUTOMATIC TELEPHONY. 


The Post Office is devoting a good deal of attention 
to the subject of automatic telephony. Automatic ex- 
changes are already working in the following places:— 
Accrington, Blackburn, Chepstow, Darlington, Dudley, 
Epsom, Grimsby, Fleetwood, Hereford, Hurley (Berks). 
Leeds, Newport (Mon.), Paisley, Portsmouth, Ramsey 
(Hunts), and Stockport. The largest of these are Leeds. 
with 9,600 lines, and Portsmouth, with 5,000 lines. | 

Works are now in hand for converting to the automatic 
principle the exchange systems at Sheffield, Dundee, and 
Broughty Ferry, Gloucester, Gosport and Brockhurst, Kirk- 
caldy and Dysart, Shrewsbury, Southampton, Swansea (1- 
cluding Sketty), Torquay and York, while over thirty other 
schemes are being developed. In some cases, notably 
Dundee-Broughty Ferry, Portsmouth-Southampton and 
Swansea-Sketty, subscribers will use the automatic dialling 
device for communicating with subscribers on the adjoining 
exchange in each instance, as well as for calling other sub- 
scribers connected with the same exchange as themselves. 


EXTENSION OF TRUNK WIRE SYSTEM. 


Important developments of the trunk wire system are 12 
progress, and £2,230,000 is being spent during the current 
year under this head. Besides a large extension scheme, 
rapid progress is being made with the work of placing exist- 
ing routes underground, with the view of securing immunity 
from damage by storms and of providing for the growth of 
traffic. The main London-Edinburgh-Glasgow trunk route 
is being completed by an extension from Leeds to Edinburgh 
via Darlington and Jedburgh, and that from Birmingham t0 
Bristol by the Worcester-Bristol section. Among other 1m 
portant underground routes to be put in hand are the 
London-Southend, Manchester-Preston, Preston-Lancaste!, 
Colchester-Ipswich, and Edinburgh-Kirkcaldy lines. 

For the convenience of users of the trunk lines a system 
of ‘‘ fixed time’’ calls was recently introduced. The 
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arrangement enables subscribers to book calls to be effected 
at a specified time, on payment of a small addition to the 
ordinary fee. 

ANGLO-CONTINENTAL TELEPHONE SERVICE. 


The Anglo-Continental telephone service has been ex- 
tended by means of a cable between Aldeburgh and Dom- 
burg, and communication with Amsterdam, Rotterdam, The 
Hague, and other places in Holland is now obtainable. 
There are at present twelve lines to Paris, three to Brussels, 
two to Antwerp, and one each to Calais, Lille, and Boulogne. 
The insertion of telephonic repeaters in trunk lines has 
greatly extended the range of trunk speech, and if it were 
practicable to provide additional channels of communication 
with France and Belgium, there is no reason why service 
should not be extended to Italy, Germany, and other coun- 
tries. Satisfactory service was, in fact, provided with Genoa 
during the International Conference. 

TELEGRAPH INSTALLATIONS: MrecHanicaL MULTIPLEX SYSTEMS. 

Telegraph development is in the direction of the wider use 
of mechanical mutliplex systems, by which it is possible to 
send and receive as many as six telegrams in both directions 
at one and the same time over a single wire. The first in- 
land installation was fitted to the London-Birmingham route 
in 1910; but no other circuits were similarly equipped until 
1914, when a _ second London-Birmingham circuit was 
arranged. In the same year the London-Glasgow and 
London-Liverpool routes were also converted to multiplex 
working. The system has since been extended to thirty-seven 
other main routes, and eighteen will be added this year. 

A three-station multiplex, or what may be termed a 
“split multiple ’’ installation, provided in 1920 for the 
Manchester-Leeds-Newcastle routes, has proved successful, 
and a considerable number of similar sets will be brought 
into use within the next two or three vears. The outstand- 
ing feature of this form of multiplex working is that it is 
possible to provide mechanical circuits on the less heavily 
loaded lines where full quadruplex is not justified, with 
considerable decrease in line mileage. For instance, it was 
formerly necessary to maintain two circuits between Man- 
chester and Newcastle-on-Tyne, two between Manchester 
and Leeds, and two between Leeds and Newcastle-on-Tyne. 
The whole of the traffic between these three offices is now 
disposed of over one line, with Leeds intermediate. 

Another important feature of this type of multiplex 
working is that the facilities between the offices on a 
circuit can be varied where necessary, by means of a 
switch at the intermediate office, to give an additional 
channel between any two stations. 

At the present time about 35 per cent. of the total traffic 
(some thirty-seven million telegrams per annum) at the 
Central Telegraph Office, St. Martins-le-Grand, is dealt 
with by multiplex, and that figure will be increased to up- 
wards of 50 per cent. when the 1922-23 programme of new 
lstallations is completed. It is expected that ultimately 
() per cent. of the traffic at the larger offices will be dealt 
with by some form of machine telegraph apparatus. 


IntRopuction or AvtoMAtic TELEGRAPH CONCENTRATOR 
Swircu. 

An automatic telegraph concentrator switch is being 
constructed and will be tried experimentally. By this 
system a number of circuits are grouped at one point to 
facilitate manipulation at periods when the traffic is rela- 
tively light, and the circuits are thus brought under obser- 
vation of the available operators. The use of the switch 
will simplify the work at the out-stations, no less than at 
the switch office. 


THe IMPERIAL CABLE. 


It is generally known that the British Government 
acquired in 1917 a cable to Canada. The cable is known as 
the “‘ Imperial ’’ Cable, and its use has considerably im- 
proved the communication between the Mother Country, 
Canada, and Australasia. The recent purchase of a second 
cable to Canada places the Post Office in a position to give 
4n excellent service to the Colonies mentioned, as well as to 
the United States, Central America, the West Indies, and 
the Northern portion of South America.—General Post 


Office. 





POST OFFICE WIRELESS AND CABLE 
SERVICES. 

Owing to the partial interruption of the cable service to 
the United States, a large amount of press work has been 
liverted to the Post Office wireless station at Oxford (Lea- 
eld). This station has for some. time been conducting a 
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limited press service to Halifax, Nova Seotia, an average 
of 2,000 words being transmitted each night; but during 
the past week about 8,000 words a night have been signalled 
to Halifax. 

This press work is carried out without detriment to the 
normal services from Oxford, which include a commercial 
service to Cairo and a_ long-distance service of ordinary 
telegrams and news to ships. | 

In addition, the British official wireless press messages are 
transmitted three times daily, the 8.0 p.m. (Greenwich 
time) message, according to the Australian Post Office 
authorities, being picked up regularly at Perth, Western 
Australia, provided atmospheric disturbance is not im- 
moderate, whilst in India the signals are good at 8.0 p.m. 
and midnight (Greenwich time). These messages, which 
normally consist of 500 words each, have been lengthened 
considerabiy in connection with the recent Allied meeting 
in London. 

Press TELEGRAMS TO INDIA. 

Oxtord has recently commenced the transmission of short 
press telegrams to India, where the signals are read direct 
by the wireless station at Karachi, and sent thence to the 
newspapers in Bombay and Calcutta. xcept in the case of 
Egypt, the services are at present unilateral, the receiving 
stations not having sufficient power to send acknowledg- 
ments; but the absence of these has not, so far, proved a 
very serious drawback. 

THe CABLE EMERGENCY AND THE ‘' IMPERIAL SEKVICE.”’ 

During the present emergency in trans-Atlantic commu- 
nications, the Imperial cable between Penzance and Halifax, 
Nova Scotia, has also rendered yeoman service. The cable 
has been carrying heavy loads in both directions, and has 
exceeded all its previous traffic records. Efforts have been 
made to avoid curtailment of the special facilities given by 
the ‘‘ via Imperial ’’ route for communication with the 
oversea Dominions. The Imperial is the only cable route on 
which the deferred service at half rates, or less, to Canada, 
Newfoundland, and the West Indies has been maintained, 
and it is the only route on which a week-end service at 
quarter rates is provided to Australia and New Zealand. 
Notwithstanding the increase in traffic of all classes, the 
delay to cablegrams to the oversea Dominions sent ‘‘ via 
Imperial ’’ has not been very marked.—General Post Office. 





REGISTERED LETTERS FOR ITALY. 

The Postmaster-General announces that, according to a 
communication received from the Italian Post Office, the 
dispatch to and from Italy by means of registered letter 
post of money, precious articles, and securities 1s forbidden. 
The Italian Post Office states that it will accordingly refuse 
to accept any responsibility for the loss in Italy of regis- 
tered packets containing such enclosures. 





SUSPENSION OF MONEY ORDER SERVICE 
WITH GERMANY. 

The Postmaster-General announces that the German Post 
Office has temporarily suspended the money order service 
with the United Kingdom in both directions. The British 
Post Office consequently cannot, until further notice, accept 
money orders for transmission to any place in Germany, or 
to Danzig or the Memel Territory.
